A Society of the above character wae formed in New-York 
on Friday, the 11th inst. with most encouraging prospects. It was 
the third meeting which had been held on the subject during the 
week—all of them crowded by an eager assemblage, whose ar- 
dent feelings had attracted them to the spot, A more animated 
and thrilling debate we have seldom, if ever, heard. It arose, 
nat from ony difference of feeling in respect to the sacredness of 
the Sabbath and its grievous profanations, but from honest 
doubts concerning the best means of prometing its proper observ- 
ance. Happily there was but one heart and one mind in the re- 
sult. The termation of a General Society, which should be to 
its various Branches, Auxiliaries and friends, what the heart is 
to the human system, seemed now to be regarded with universal 
favor. Such a Society was accordingly organized, and the fol- 
lowing Constitution unanimously adopied:— [N. ¥.

immutable analogy of moral causes, the certain 
downfall of our republic, the abolition of the 
world’s last hope of civil liberty, and the perpetu- 
ity of those fearful despotisms, under whose pres- 
sure “the whole creation has groaned and tra- 
vailed together in pain until now.” 

This alternative, while a ray of hope beamed 
on our path, we did not dare to encounter; the 
cries of our distant posterity assailed our ears; 
their cruel bondage rose up before us and 
broke our hearts; we could not endure, without 
an effort to avert it, the ruin of our beloved coun- 
try and her blood-bought blessin And when 
we perceived the sensation which recent efforts 
in behalf of the Sabbath have sent through the 
land, we seemed to hear the voice of our country 
and our God saying unto us, Be not afraid, but 
go forward. We were cheered by the YE that 
He, in whose hands are the hearts of men, 
was raising up, in behalf of the Sabbath, a pub- 
lic sentiment, whose decisions woald be at once 
law and its execution. We borrowed hope, too,.

They were, how- 
ever, supported by a liberal spirit, and gradually 
increased in strength, till the Society has at length 
extenJed its operations, d rectly or ind rectly, in- 
to almost every State. The holy energy wh:ch it 
has diffuced amongst the Bapticts, the spirit of 
Missions which it has spread abroad, and the bles- 
sings it is now extending, will never he duly esti- 
mated or known ti!] the final day of retribution. 
But a\though it has done much, a great work yet 
remains to be done. The churches mu:t be more 
active in its support, and more liberal in the’rcon- 
tributions. And perhaps the time is coming, when 
efforts and sacrifices of a new character must be 
made. It is too much the op'nion now acted up- 
on, that a M'ssionary need not be a fnan of great 
enerzy of character; almost inefficient at home, 
he may be sent on a mission. This, however, is 
@ great mistake. ‘The work of a Missionary is ar- 
duous, and it demands the labours of our men of 
the greatest moral power. The time may be ap-

It is with great concern that we state there is no 
longer any doubt with respect to the fate of these 
enterprising, persevering but unfortunate travellers, 
They have both been murdered. The Pasha of 
Tripoli has received letters from one of his officers 
ip the interior of Africa, communicating the painful 
intelligence. 

It appears that Major Laing was severely wound- 
ed by robbers in the territory of Toualt. Having, 
however, recovered, in consequence of the kind 
attention cf a Marabout, a priest, he at length suc- 
ceeded in reaching ‘Timbuctoo.— But he had scaree- 
ly arrived, before the Foulahs, that powerful and 
warlike horde which at present reigns exclusively 
over the immense deserts of central Africa, came, to 
the number of thirty thousand, and demanded that 
Major Laing should he delivered up to them, that 
they might put him to death; ‘ and thus,’ as they 
observed, ‘ prevent Christian nations from receiving 
such information as might enable them, at some 
future period, to penetrate into and enslave the 
countries of Africa. Before the arrival of the Fou- 
lahs, twenty-four chiefs, among whom was a female 
called Nana-Beira (Princess-Mother,) commands 
simultaneously in Timbuctoo. One of these chiefs 
of the name of Othman-Vouid-Quaid-Aboubekhr, 
had received Major Laing into his house, on the 
recommendation uf the Sheik I]-Mokhtar, with 
whom he had taken refuge after having escaped the 
daggers of the Hangars.* Whenthe Foulahs pre-
